iBisalty  Often  Canted  by  Too  Liber¬ 
al  Indulgence  In  Food. 

It  Is  well  known  to  the  few  medical 
men  that  many  cases  of  Insanity  are 
directly  due  to  overeating  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  absorption  into  the  circulation 
of  toxic  matters  from  the  Intestinal 
tract,  and  melancholia,  whether  in  mild 
or  severe  form,  Is  generally  due  to  this 
cause.  Violent  paroxysms  of  temper, 
whether  in  children  or  adults,  are  often 
properly  referable  to  a  bad  state  of  the 
blood  from  this  auto  toxemia,  as  are  in¬ 
deed  the  exceedingly  exuberant  spirits 
of  old  or  young  at  times.  Just  as  we 
observe  In  alcoholic  poisoning,  some 
Individuals  are  made  temporarily  jolly 
and  good  Batumi;  others  are  made 
ugly  and  unreasonable. 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  affairs

In  no  Other  way  can  we  secure 
the  highest  possible  degree  of  pleasure 


on  the  average,  while  by  acting  thus 
sensibly  we  may  enjoy  practical  im¬ 
munity  from  disease.  .  t 
I  The  more  exercise  we  take  under 
proper  conditions,  the  more  we  are  ex¬ 
posed  to  cold,  and  the  clearer  we  keep 
from  excess  In  clothing  the  more  we 
%nny  eat;  hence.  In  order  to  enjoy  the 
fullest  measure  of  table  pleasures,  we 
rpust  live  actively,  wear  as  little  cloth¬ 
ing  as  is  consistent  with  comfort  and 
do  considerable  “roughing"— sometimes 
called  hardening.  With  all  this  we 
should  take  our  meals  at  time*  when 
the  body  or  brain  Is  not  overtired,  and 
when  we  “have  leisure  to  digest,”  and, 
of  all  things,  we  should  never  eat  un¬ 
less  we  are  hungry.  To  eat  without  an 
appetite  Is  self  abuse  of  the  most 
stupid  sort,  since  it  affords  no  pleasure 
,  ancf  is  productive  of  disease.

Some  of  the  members  of  the  bar  were 
discussing  contempt  cases  because  of 
a  recent  notable  event  iu  the  state,  and 
one  of  the  little  cotexle  related  a  per¬ 
sonal  experience. 

“1  rend  law  at  home  and  bod  my  ex¬ 
aminations  through  a  little  country 
lawyer  who  knew  a  great  deal,  but 
never  had  a  big  case  and  was  notorious 
for  his  ability  In  abusing  justices  of 
tbe  peace.  It  may  seem  a  preposter¬ 
ous  statement,  but  I  had  never  beard 
or  thought  of  such  a  thiug  as  contempt 
of  court  when  I  had  my  first  profes¬ 
sional  experience  in  a  common  pleas 
court.  No  sooner  had  the  opposition 
attorney  made  an  objection  than  the 
Judge  ruled  against  me. 

"I  proceeded  to  inform  him  that  he 
was  wrong,  JMiat  he  knew  he  waa 
wrong  and  thA  I  wished  he  would  quit 
his  pettifogging.  Tbe  lawyers  in  at¬ 
tendance  were  temporarily  petrified;

The 
Judge  took  me  to  his  J)?Ivjpi>te  room, 
where  he  learned  my  story4nd  remit¬ 
ted  the  fine.  To  pay  $200  at  that  time 
would  have  pauperized  me.  1  now 
have  quite  a  reputation  for  never  rub¬ 
bing  the  court  the  wrong  way.”

Previous  to  the  removal  of  the 
Queen's  remains  the  Bishop  of  Man¬ 
chester  held  a  service  in  the  Chapelle 
Ardente. 

The  coffin  reached  the  Alberta  at 
2  26.  Great  silent  crowds  witnessed 
thw  progress  of  the  ppocession  to  the 
pier. 

Tho  Alberta,  with  the  late  Queen 
Victoria's  body  on  board,  started 
from  Cowes  at  ‘2.55  p.m. 

After  the  body  hpd  been  embarked 
on  the  Alberta  Ki^g^ Edward  boarded 
the  Koyal  yacht  Vkfc^ia  and  Albert 
In  a  launch,  and  the  procession  start¬ 
ed.

When  the  Majestic  had  been  left 
astern  the  Alberta  was  moored  for 
the  night.  To-morrow  the  body  will 
be  taken  ashore  at  Portsmouth  end 
thence  conveyed  to  I>ondon  and  Wind¬ 
sor  for  the  Inst  tributes  to  ths  grsat 
Queen. 

The  land  ceremony,  consisting  in 
bringing  the  coffin  from  Osborne 
House  to  the  pier  at  Cowes,  was 
scarcely  less  interesting  than  the 

naval  function.  At  noon  the  gor¬ 

geous  trappings  of  the  Chapelle 
Ardonte  were  disturbed.  Over  the 

coffin  was  thrown  the  coronation 
robo  worn  by  the  girl  Queen.  On  this 
was  placed  the  Royal  regalia.  the 

wand,  the  sceptre  and  the  crown, 
which  wee#  scarcely  ever  used  by  ths 
Queen  in  her  lifetime,  as  she  prefer¬ 
red  tho  dummy  regalia,  which  will  be 
buried  with  her  at  Frogmore. 

Sailor*  Carried  tha  Coffin. 

At  1.45  p.m  sailors  from  the  Vic¬ 
toria  and  Albert  raised  ths  precious 
burden  and  bore  it  from  the  house. 
This  duty  was  to  have  fallen  to  the 
Highlunders.  but  after  the  rehearsal 
it  was  decided  that  the  sailors 
should  be  so  honored.  Outside  ths 
Royal  residence  the  Grenadier  Guards 
were  drawn  up  in  a  brilliant  line. 
With  a  sharp  click  they  presented 
arms  for  the  last  time  in  honor  of 
their  dead  Queen  A 

The  pipers  lead  the  procession 
making  the  woods  ring  with  a  weird 
refrain.  Behind  them  came  the  Roy¬ 
al  family.  At  the  gate  the  military

London,  Feb.  2,  9.17  a.  m— rTht 
grey  dawn  of  a  London  morning, 
with  the  sky  draped  with  fleecy 
clouds,  proclaimed  ideal  conditions 
for  ths  funeral  day  of  England’s 
Queen.  Ths  calm  serenity  of  ths  at¬ 
mosphere  was  reflected  by  the  crowds 
which  at  daylight  began  to  assem¬ 
ble  at  every  point  of  vantage  along 
the  route  of  ths  Koyal  obsequies.

‘Hi.*  guard  of  lienor  on  the  jetty  con¬ 
sisted  of  several  hundred  marines 
and  bluejackets. 

The  commanders  of  the  warships 
which  took  part  in  yesterday’s  page¬ 
ant  had  already  assembled  under  the 
covered  way  leadiug  from  the  yacht 
to  the  railroud  station.  There  was 
a  short  service  on  the  yacht  before 
the  body  wa^  removed,  the  Duke  of 
Connaught,  the  Crown  « Prince  of 
Germany,  Prince  Arthur  of  Con¬ 
naught,  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia,  the 
Duke  of  Saxe-Coburg  and  Gotha,  and 
Princess  Henry  of  Battcnberg  being 
present.

Features  of  the  Pageant. 


The  procession,  apart  from  ths  gun- 
carriage  bearing  the  coffin,  and  the 
Royp.1  family  and  official  mourners 
about  it,  was  not  noteworthy.  Par¬ 
liament,  the  Judiciary  and  the  com¬ 
mercial  bodies  were  not  represented. 
Royalty,  the  army  and  the  navy  mo¬ 
nopolized  the  pageant.  Three  thous¬ 
and  soldiers  and  sailors,  picked  com¬ 
panies  representing  all  branches  of 
the  service — cavalry,  artillery,  in¬ 
fantry,  yeomanry,  militia,  volunteers 
and  colonials — formed  the  advance 
escort.  They  marched  slowly  and 
without  music.  Most  of  the  uni¬ 
uniforms  were  covered  with  dark 
overcoats,  and  the  standards  were 
draped  with  black,  the  officers  wear¬ 
ing  bands  of  crape  on  their  sleeves. 
The  infantry  marched  in  columns  of 
four  with  rifles  reversed.  They  were 
half  an  hour  In  passing.  Then  came 
Field  Marshal  Earl  Roberts  and  his 
staff,  and  after  them  four  massed 
bands  playing  funeral  marches.  Three 
hundred  musicians  announced  ths 
coming  of  the  body  of  ths  Queen. 
There  was  a  long  array  of  court  offi¬ 
cials  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk  (the  Earl  Marshal), 
all  attired  quaintly  and  brilliantly, 
bearing  maces  or  wands.  Most  of 
them  were  elderly  men,  who  for  years 
had  served  the  Queen. 

Most  of  the  spectators  expected 
an  imposing  catafalque,  and  the  cof¬ 
fin  was  almost  past  before  they  re¬ 
cognized  its  presence  by  removing 
their  hats.  It  was  concealed  beneath 
a  rich  pall  of  white  satin,  on  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  which  gleamed  the  Royal 
arms.  Across  the  pall  the  Royal 
standard  was  draped,  and  a  large 
crown  of  gold  encrusted  with  Jewels 
rested  at  the  hoad  of  tho  coffin, 
which  was  at  the  end  of  the  gun  car¬ 
riage  Just  over  the  gun.  On  tho  foot 
of  the  coffin  wpre  two  smallor  crowns 
with  a  gold  jewelled  sceptre  lying  be¬ 
tween  them. 

The  eight  horses  which  drew  the 
gun  carriage  were  almost  concealed 
beneath  their  rich  harnesses.  A  large 
bow  of  purple  attached  to  trtre  coffin 
was  the  only  symbol  of  mourning.

Immediately  after  throe  Royal 
mourners  rode  abreast.

Th*  Fuunral  Service  at  St.  Oeorge’i 
Chapel  Was  Oorof  the  Most  Marvel¬ 
lous  Sights  of  the  Ccremonios. 

Windsor,  Feb.  2.^-B.v  noon  many 
notabilities  in  full  uniform  had  ar¬ 
rived  and  the  streets  were  jammed 
St.  George’s  chapel  was  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  sight,  and  divided  attention 
with  the  officials  i*tid  College  of  Tier- 
aids,  gorgeous  in  quaint  mantles,  ta- 
bands  and  insignia,  and  the  i  .edute- 
val-looking  Yeomen  of  the  Gjuflrd. 
carrying  their  halberds  at  slope 
Wild  excitement  was  aroused  in  the 
crowd  when  the  Beefeaters  from  the 
Tower  of  London  arrived  and  enter-i 
ed  the  Castle.  The  officers  in  their 
gay  court' uniforms,  the  Life  Guards 
with  their  flowing  plumes  galloped 
through  the  streets. 

Woman  Fell  Dead. 

One  well  dressed  woman  fell  down 
in  the*  street  and  was  picked  up  dead, 
the  excitement  having  killed  her. 

The  funeral  service  in  St.  George's 
Chapel  was  one  of  the  most  marvel¬ 
lous  sights  of  the  funeral  cere¬ 
monies  It  lasted  from  3.20  to  4 
p.m.,  but  for  three  hours  previous 
the*  leading  men  of  Great  Britain  and 


Vuctoria,  and  of  congratulation  on 
the  accession  of  King  Kdiyard  VII. 
There  was  a  crowded  attendance. 

Lord  Rosebery,  remarking  that  he 
would  pass  lightly  over  the  congratu¬ 
latory  part  of  the  programme,  said 
hfs  Majesty’s  speech  at  the  'Privy 
Council  meeting  sufficiently  >had  in¬ 
dicated  the  laws  by  which  he  intend¬ 
ed  his  reign  shoaild  be  governed,  thus 
promising  to  make  his  rule  no'^ss 
illustrious  than  that  of  his  parent. 

Lord  Rosebery  then  dwelt  in  elo¬ 
quent  terms  on  the  Life  and  death  of 
Qiueen  Victoria,  saying  that  in  the 
jyhole  history  of  mankind  no  death 
had  so  touched  such  a  large  number 
of  persons  in  the  entire  world.  There 
was  scarcely  an  intelligent  individual 
in  the  civiliaed  world  but  was  deeply 
moved.  Ho  wondered  if  her  subjects 
yet  realized  how  much  they  had  lost 
aa<L  what  an  enormous*  weight  the 
Queen  had  in  the  councils  of  the  world. 
ID  was  not  brilliancy  or  genius  which 
could  supply  the  advantage  she  gave 
Great  Britain  by  her  fund  of  know¬ 
ledge,  which  was  unequalled  by  any 
constitutional  historian.  It  was  no 
disparagement  of  other  kings  to  say 
ah©  was  the  chief  of  the  European 
sovereigns,  and  her  influence  in  the 
councils  of  nations  was  always  used 
for  peace,  freedom,  and  good  govern¬ 
ment.

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PRACTICAL  NOTES. 

Verse  14.  The  words  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  are  supplied  by  the  translators. 
The  Revised  Version  approaches  the 
original  more  closely:  Fbr  it  is  as 
when  a  man,  going  into  another  coun¬ 
try,  etc.  His  absence  would  make  it 
necessary  to  leave  his  affairs  in  the 
hands  of  others.  So  we  are  "in 
Christ’s  stead”— managing  his  affairs 
on  earth  because  he  has  gone  to  heav¬ 
en.  The  word  for  servants  means 
bond  servants,  slaves ;  which  reminds 
us  of  how  Paul  used  to  sign  his  name— 
"Paul,  a  bond  servant  of  Jesus  Christ.’ 
We  also  are  bis  servants.  Delivered 
unto  them  his  goods.  To  be  invested  ; 
intrusted  to  them  his  negotiable 
wealth,  which  was  in  the  form  of 
mouey — of  talents.  So  “all  that  Christ 
has  of  gift  or  opportunity  he  bestows 
on  his  servants.” 

15.  Talents  were  originally  measures 
of  weight  in  gold  and  silver.  After¬ 
ward  the  word  was  used  of  coins.  We 
know,  that  the  value  of  talents  varied 
iu  different  countries,  and  ancient  au¬ 
thorities  are  not  in  agreement  with 
each  other,  nor  always  with  them¬ 
selves;  a  gold  talent  was  in  weight 
twice  that  of  silver  ;  besides  which  sil¬ 
ver  and  gold  varied  ol  course,  in  their 
intrinsic  value.  So  that  it  becomes  as 
difficult  as  it  is  unnecessary  to  the 
meaning  of  the  story  to  accurately 
estimate  the  wealth  left  to  these  serv¬ 
ants.  But  it  is  safe  to  assume  that 
each  of  these  talents  equaled  a  sum 
between  one  thousand  and  two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  Out  talents  are  uli  our 
powers  and  opportunities — moments  of 
time,  coins  of  money,  organs  of  body, 
individualities  of  taste  und  tempera¬ 
ment,  aptitudes,  friendships,  relig¬ 
ious  privileges,  even  limitations.

FEEDING  AND  REARING  CALVES. 

The  dairy  cow  should  never  suckle 
her  oalf  for  mwe  than  three  days. 
Some  adjjbcate  taking  the  calf  away 
as  soon  4a*  dropped.  According  to 
Prof.  A.  M.  Soule,  the  calf  ahould  first 
be  mothered  before  It  ia  taken  from 
tho  dam.  Thia  clears  the  akin  of  ef¬ 
fete  matter  and  materially  .aids  the 
circulation.  It  ia  very  important  that 
thia  be  done,  aa  the  calf  ia  in  a  weak¬ 
ened  condition  and  this  aids  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  ita  strength.  After  it  ia 
done,  the  calf  may  be  removed  with¬ 
out  suffering.  In  aill  instances,  it 
should  receive  the  first  milk  or  colos¬ 
trum.  Thia  contains  prowrtiesx4hat 
are  purgative  in  nature  an^ulears  the 
alimentary  canal  of  materials  that 
otherwise  might  cause  congestion  of 
the  various  digestive  organs.  Those 
who  have  handled  oalvea  have  been  as¬ 
tonished  by  the  rapid  growth  and 
strength  displayed  by  young  animals, 
several  days  after  birth.  The  colos¬ 
trum  milk  is  the  beet  means  of  pro¬ 
viding  the  animal  with  the  requisite 
food  for  growth  and  development.  This 
matteT  must,  therefore,  receive  due 
consideration  when  weaning  calves 
and  raising  them  by  hand. 

Should  fecours  and  other  intestinal 
troubles  result  from  careless  feeding 
they  can  be  remedied  by  the  addition 
of  lime  wateT,  and  by  feeding  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  animal  will  have 
to  take  tfie  milk  slowly  so  that  it 
will  become  thoroughly  mixed  with 
the  saliva  and  other  digestive  juices 
and  properly  assimilated.  After  the 
third  day,  take  the  calf  away  and 
feed  for  two  weeks  or  ao  on  whole 
milk,  then  on  skimmilk,  and  adjuncts, 
chiefly  flaxseed  gruel.  The  milk 
must  he  fed  a|t  blood  heat,  between 
98  and  100  degrees  Fahr. 

The  calf  ahould  early  be  taught  to 
eat  a  mixture  of  grain  and  fodder.  In 
the  dairy  the  object  is  a  rapid 
growth  of  muscle,  but  not  fat.  No 
difficulty  will  be  experienced  in 
teaching  the  calf  to  drink  if  a  nip¬ 
ple  is  used.  Equally  good  calves  can 
be  grown  on  skimmilk,  and  at  much 
Less  expense  when  properly  managed. 
The  calves  should  be  handled  con¬ 
stantly  from  the  beginning  to  make

We  give  below  n  novel  method  of 
employing  valuable  portion*  of  fowls 
usually  discarded  as  of  no  evident 
use; 

Comparatively  few  housekeepers  ap¬ 
preciate  the  amount  of  nutriment 
that  is  wasted  with  every  pair  of 
chicken’s  or  fowl's  feet  that  is  thrown 
away.  A  practical  test  of  the  value 
of  these  usually  despised  portions  ia 
to  boil  one  pair  in  a  saucepan  by 
themselves  until  the  bones  fall  apart, 
and  then  .note  the  quantity  of  jelly 
thus  obtained.  The  feet  are  the 
most  easily  cleansed  of  any  portion  of 
the  bird,  because  the  thjbk  outer  skin 
cud  be  removed  entire,  like  a  stock¬ 
ing.  TO  do  thia  the  feet  should  not 
be  allowed  to  boil,  as  the  skin  will 
adhere  to  the  bones,  buit  they  should 
be  plunged  into  hot  water,  not  boil¬ 
ing,  and  allowed  to  stand  for  two  or 
three  minutes.  The  skin  will  then 
readily  loosen  at  the  top  and  draw 
off  to  the  claw*.  The  latter  should 
be  cut  off.

NEW  LEADER  TO  BE  SELECTED 

A  movement  is  on  foot  among  t lie 
Conservative  party  in  Ontario  which' 
may  betoken  a  change  of  masters. 
Some  people  may  distrust  it  on  the 
principle  that  it’s  better  to  bear  t) 
ills  they  have  than  to  fly  to  others 
they  know  not  of.  At  any  rate,  the 
movement  indicates  that  the  Conser¬ 
vative  party  is  dissatisfied  with  itself, 
and  chafes  at  tho  old  leaders,  who 
havo.ridden  everywhere  for  a  fail.  The 
men  who  are  thrust  forward  by  the 
new  shuffle  are  W.  F.  Maclean,  M.P., 
and  Dr.  Beattie  Nesbitt,  whose  politi¬ 
cal  ambitions  so  far  have  been  equalled 
only  by  his  disappointments.  With 
these  two  gentlemen  in  the  foreground 
it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suspect  that 
Clarke  Wallace  lurks  somewhere  be- 
1  ind  the  scones.  Dr.  Nesbitt  has  been 
known  for  a  long  time  as  Mr.  Wallac  es 
aide-de-camp,  and  Mr.  Maclean  has  on

one  or  two  occasions  used  the  knife  for 
him,  notably  when  Mr.  E.  F.  Clarke 
was  defeated  for  Mayor  of  Toronto 
because  he  didn’t  suit  Mr.  Wallace’s 
book.  Of  course  it  is  pure  speculation 
but  it’s  worth  while  observing  that 
Mr.  Wallace’s  prospects  at  Ottawa  are 
closed.  Ho  can  never  hope  to  be  leader 
of  tho  Conservative  party  in  the  Fed 
eral  House,  and  his  eyes  may  well  turn 
wistfully  to-  the  Provincial  arena 
where  lie  imagines  a  fair  chance  of  be¬ 
ing  Caesar.  Mr.  Wallace  can  never  be 
acceptable  to  Quebec.  He  has 
career  as  a  unifier  in  front  of  him.  He 
must  follow  his  bent,  which  is  to  be 
sectional  and  extiemist.  The  new 
movement  may  mean,  therefore,  that 
Mr.  Wallace  is  to  transfer  his  activi¬ 
ties,  and  that  the  next  Provincial  elec¬ 
tion  will  again  see  the  Protestant  horse 
galloping  through  the  land.  This 
horse  is  a  bad  steeplechaser.  Jt  has 
always  thrown  its  riders,  as  Hir  Win. 
Ralph  Meredith  might  testify  if  he 
were  consulted.  However,  it  is  not 
the  cue  of  the  iiew  movement  to  con 
suit  anybody.  Mr.  Whitney,  we  are 
told,  endorsed  tho  new  constitution, 
and  so  did  the  party  organizers  when 
it  was  submitted  to  them.  But  the 
rub  lie-in  this— they  were  not  con¬ 


sulted  until  the  constitution  was  made 
and  the  movement  fairly  launched, 
fact,  they  were  held  up,  and  with  the 
pistol  under  their  noses  they  threw  up 
their  hands. 

It  is  just  a  question  whether  the 
Conservative  party  in  this  Province 
will  be  content  with  tho  new  manage¬ 
ment.  The  protagonists  are  really  a 
clique  of  the  old  coterie,  and  their  re¬ 
cords  are  ^behind  them.  They  may 
claim  that  they  have  been  kept  ifnder 
while  Sir  Charles  Tupper  was  on  the 
roof,  and  that  they  are  brimming  with 
reforms  and  evangels,  but  will  the 
party  take  them  at  iheir  word?  Both 
Mr.  Maclean  and  Dr.  Nesbitt  have 
pasts — pasts  that  are  tied  up  with 
bossism  of  the  most  palpable  type. 
There  was  E.  F.  Clarke,  for  instance, 
who  has  already  been  mentioned,  and 
there  was  John  Shaw,  about  a  month 
figo,  who  was  a  victim  of  the  same 
influences.  Toronto  bears  the  burden 
of  these  tvvo  white  men  because  Tor¬ 
onto — well,  because  Toronto  is  Toron¬ 
to  and  follows  the  bell-wether. 

With  the  Province  it  is  a  different 
matte).  The  country  electors  are 
swayed  more  by  principles  and  bj’ 
business  and  moral  considerations 
than  by  little  urban  cabals  and  juntas 
trying  to  imitate  the  methods  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Croker.  The  new  movement  has  a 
specious  outside,  but  at  the  core  of  it 
bides  a  tyranny  more  overmastering 
than  the  one  that  is  discarded. 

Theoretically  the  moment  always 
brings  forward  the  man.  In  practice 
this  does  not  always  happen.  The 
Liberal  party  in  England  is  as  badly 
shattered  as  the  Conservative  party  in 
Canada.  *They  cannot  unite  on 
leader,  although  in  Lord  Rosebery 
they  have  at  hast  one  s'atesman  of 
the  first  rank.  Will  the  Conservative 
party  in  Ontaria  regard  Mr.  Wallace 
and  his  associates  as  thb  men  of  the 
moment?  Are  they  big  enough  for  the 
job?  Will  their  policy  make  toward 
weetuess  and  light,  or  toward  bitter¬ 
ness  and  confusion?  Or,  will  they 
continue  to  trust  to  the  quiet  medi¬ 
ocrity  of  Mr.  Whitney,  garnering 
strength  meanwhile! and  giving  a  new 
leader  time  to  tfevelop?

FAMOUS  AUSTRALIAN  ROBBER  DIED 
IN  RESPECTABILITY. 

Far  Many  Yearn  Me  Wan  I  he  Terrar  #f  Ifce 
HI«hwa>B  —  The  Dick  Turpin  of  the 
talonle*— Hr  Finally  Obtained  terrier 
Under  An  Allan.  * 

Capt.  Gtaf light  is  dead.  When  thi« 
notorious  Australian  bushranger  of 
thirty  years  ago  passed  away,  it  was 
under  an  alias  of  respectability.  Be 
occupied  &  position  of  trust.  Capt. 
Starlight  died  ib  the  service  of  the 
vary  government  which  had  proclaim¬ 
ed  him  an  outlaw.  So  another  chap¬ 
ter  has  been  developed  in  the  life  of 
the  dashing  Capt.  Starlight,  immor¬ 
talized  by  Rolf  Boldrewood  in  his  story 
"  Robbery  Under  Arms.”  After  it  may 
be  written  Finis,  for  it  is  the  l&Bt 
chapter  of  all,  marking  the  end  of 
this  famous  antipodean  criminal. 

The  sudden  death  of  Maj.  Patrick 
Edward  Pelly,  an  attache  of  the  Geo¬ 
logical  Department  of  tthe  Govern¬ 
ment  of  West  Australia,  led  to  the  re¬ 
velation  of  his  identity.  Maj.  Peilj, 
died  from  the  effects  of  poison  suppos¬ 
ed  to  have  been  taken*  by  mistake  for 
medicine.  In  the  town  of  Perth, 
where  he  resided  Maj.  Pelly  was  re¬ 
cognized  as  possessing  superior  men¬ 
tal  attainments.  He  was  singularly 
devout  in  his  religious  observances, 
but  those  who  came  in  contact  with 
him  could  not  understand  his  strange 
ways. 

Only  on  rare  occasions  was  he  known 
to  speak  of  himself,  and  a]l  the  in¬ 
formation  he  ever  volunteered,  was 
that  he  had  served  in  the  army  and 
had  seen  active  service.  In  proof  of 
experiences  on  the  field  of  battle  the 
Major  displayed  to  some  of  *h^i  friends 
bullet  wounds  on  various  parts  of  his 
body,  and  in  the  face  of  such  evidence 
none  doubted  his  word.  The  good  peo¬ 
ple  of  Perth,  did  not  .seek  for  creden¬ 
tials,  and  us  he.  did  not  thi'ust  him¬ 
self  on  society  he  was  never  required 
to  display  any  proof  of  his  bona  fides 
o/ther  than  the  bullet  wounds.  From 
hints  dropped  at  various  times  it  was 
also  gathered  that  he  was  a  descend¬ 
ant  of 

AN  OLD  IRISH  FAMILY. 

Pelly  was  of  a  retiring  disposition, and 
just  a  trifle  inclined  toward  obsequ¬ 
iousness. 

.When  his  death  occurred  us  a  re¬ 
sult  of  a  dose  of  cyajnule  of  potassium, 
a  copy  of  ah  Australian  paper  con¬ 
taining  a  statement  of  his  decease 
reached  ohe  Father  Pelly  in  Ireland, 
and  the  priest  communicated  with  a 
brother  confined  in  a  jail  in  Victoria, 
N.S.W.,  on  the  subject.  This  prison¬ 
er,  whose  name  is  Patrick  Edward 
Pelly,  serving  a  life  sentence,  wrote 
to  the  Coroner  at  Perth,  what  was 
at  first  regarded  a^i  an  extraordinary 
letter,  but  the  communication  being 
turned  over  fb  the  police  set  them  in¬ 
quiring.  The  writer  suggested  that 
the  deceased  might  be  Frank  Gordon, 
a  former  fellow-prisoner,  to  whom  he 
had  given,  upon  Gordon’s  discharge, 
from  jail,  a  number  of  his  family  pa¬ 
pers  and  photographs. 

From  his  cell  in  Pentridge  jail  the 
real  Patrick  EdNvard  Pelly  described 
various  documents  he  had  given  Gor¬ 
don  in  1887,  requesting  Gordon,  up- 


hlm  on  and  then  coolly  robbed  the 
trader. 

Capt.  Starlight  particularly  fancied 
a  good  horse  and  blooded  cattle.  Some 
of  his  horse  and  cattle  robberies  were 
a a  bold  a  pi  the  (jjeede  of  the  border 
thieves  in  England  a  few  hundred 
yearn  ago.  On  one  occasion  when  he 
pined  for  a  taste  of  urban  life,  Star¬ 
light  collected  . 

100  HEAD  OF  CATTLE, 
which  he  had  stolen  from  time  to  time 
drove  them  to  South  Australia,  sold 
them  for  good  prices,  and  with  the 
proceeds  established  himself  in  local 
society,  cutting  a  very  wide  swath  for 
a  few  weeks.  The  identification  of  a 
prize  bull,  sold  with  other  less  vain- 
able  cattle.  Induced  the  djashing  bush¬ 
ranger  to  make  a  hurried  return  to 
country  life. 

Starlight’s  last  big  exploit  wqb  the 
shooting  of  Constable  McCabe  tn 
Shearer’s  public  house  on  the  War- 
rego  River,  in  1869.  The  redoubtable 
Starlight  and  his  partner,  Ruther¬ 
ford  after  an  exciting  bit  of  road 
work,  were  in  the  bar  of  Shearer’s, 
drinking  with  their  unsuspecting  host. 
A  by-stander,  overhearing  a  careless 
remark  by  Rutherford,  at  once  gave 
information  to  the  nearest  police, and 
an  effort  was  immediately  made  to 
capture  the  highwaymen  who  were 
notorious  through  the  five  Australian 
coloniee.  McCabe  and  another  police- 
man  entering  the  bar  were  promptly 
detected  by  the  alert  Starlight,  who 
simultaneously  leveled  a  revolver^  at 
the  head  of  each  officer,  for  ho  could 
shoot  as  unerringly  with  his  left  as 
with  his  right.  It  w&s  a  case  of  being 
bailed  up.  McCabe  had  the  misfor¬ 
tune,  to  tremble  before  the  muzale  of 
Starlight’s  revolver,  and  exhibiting  a 
d  is  inclination  to  accept  the  inevitable 
was  shot  down  without  delay,  Ruth¬ 
erford  and  Starlight  then  fled  incon¬ 
tinently  from  the  scene. 

McCabe  was  shot*  in  the  leg,  but 
in  a  fortnight  died  from  blood  poison¬ 
ing.  When  the  death  of  the  constable 
was  made  known,  the  entire  colony 
sprang  to  *rms.  The  country  wan 
scoured  in  pursuit  of  the  highwaymen, 
armed  poeaes  roaming  from  the 
Queensland  border  to  the  Warrvgo 
River.  At  last  on  Christmas  day,  1868, 
a  party  surprised  and 

CAPTURED  STARLIGHT, 
who  had  deserted  his  mate  in  crime, 
in  the  Gundabooka  Mountains.  Star- 
Light,  who  had  accumulated  a  fortune 
as  a  rood  agent,  secured  the  best  law¬ 
yer  in  the  ooiony  to  defend  him,  re¬ 
taining  Sir  Julian  Salodians  at  a 
princedy  fee. 

The  case  created  intense  excitement, 
and  hostile  feeling  ran  high  against 
Starlight,  who  was  indicted  under  hie 
va/riouri  aliases  of  Frank  Pearson,  oth¬ 
erwise  Gordon,  otherwise  Starlight  Ln 
the  end  Starlight  was  found  guilty 
of  murder,  but  his  attorney  managed 
to  have  the  death  sentence  commuted 
to  Life  imprison  infant,  on  account  of  a 
long  chain  of  circumstances,  chief  am¬ 
ong  which  was  the  plea  thnt  Star¬ 
light  had  intentionally  shot  McCabe 
in  what  seemed  to  be  not  a  vital  part. 

Through  some  unexplained  means, 
Starlight  secured  his  release,  from 
Darlinghurst  jail  in  1880,  after  having 
served  a  sentence  of  only  eleven  years.

HIS  CRIMINAL  CAREER 


virtually  began  in  18G4,  when  he  join¬ 
ed  a  gang  of  West  Australian  bush¬ 
rangers,  although  he  had  previously 
had  a  lew'  picturesque  experiences  on 
his  own-  account.  He  soon  became  the 
recognized  leader  of  these  bandits  of 
the  bush.  By  his  followers  he  was 
known  as  "  Capt.  Starlight,”  his  pro¬ 
fession  being  most  successfully  prac¬ 
tised  after  dark.

When  he  was  caught  he  used 
the  name  Gordon  for  prison  purposes, 
by  which  appellation  he  was  known 
to  the  real  Patrick  Ed\vhr4  Pelly. 
f  Queensland  Avas  the  scene  of  the 
most  successful  operations  of  Star) 
light.  He  roamed  the  highroads  of  th  ifi. 
colony,  to  the  terror  and  loss  of  peace¬ 
ful  citizens  traveling  from  town  to 
town.  (Many  of  his  most  daring  ex¬ 
ploits  were  accomplished  alone  or  in 
company  with  the  equally  notorious 
Rutherford.  On  one  occasion  Capt. 
Starlight  held  up  #the  mail  coach  run¬ 
ning  from  Coorabarabran  to  Coolah, 
w’hen  he  robbed  all  the  passengers, 
ransacked  the  mail  bags,  and  forced 
the  driver  to  accompany  him  to  the 
shack  of  a  dealer  and  trader.

made  of  the  beat  material,  and  avoid 
bboisc.  that  haw*,  a  lot  of  levers  at¬ 
tachments  and  springs,  as  these  ar£ 
more  often  designed  as  talking  points 
for  the  celling  agents  than  for  any 
real  practical  benefit  to  the  farmer, 
who  its  to  use  Lb*  tool.  Buy  of  re¬ 
liable  h.uaos,  and  buy  for  cash,  as 
a  year's  credit  is  of  no  advantage  to 
t hn  buyer  und  has  to  be  roundly  paid 
fo1!  in  iac realised  price.  Steel  has 
taken  the  place  of  wviod  tin  many  parts 
of  the.  iim/plernents  now  on  the  market 
and  is  a  great  Improvement.  Plow 
beams,  cultivator  train  *s  and  other 
parLs  which  are  likely  to  <I>o  exposed 
are.  more  durable  than  when  made  of 
v wood ,  which  checks  mid  warps  from 
exposure.

WINTER  BPRJBAD  MANURE 

I  do  not  alee  how  the  advocates  of 
the  practhoe  of  drawing  and  spread¬ 
ing  manure  in  tthe  winter  can  claim 
that  it  doea  not  waste  as  much  in 
t'he  field  uo  It  doca  in  the  yard,  says 
Mr.  Day.  Why  will  not  the  water 
off  of  n  whole  field  leach  it  more  than 
the  water  froan  the  few  Square  rods 
of  the- barn  yard?  The  manure  being 
on  top  a nd  the  lumps  projecting  up 
above  th<*  snow  and  being  darker  than 
t-hf  snow  draws  the  heat,  so  they  thaw 
out  long  before  the  ground  is  bare. 
The  leaching  proceeds  and  the  ground 
>n*ing  frozen  the  water  cannot  soak 
in  and  must  run  off  the  surface.  As 
the  snow  all  thaws  off  several  times 
in  the  course,  of  the  winter  the  waste 
in  this  way  must  ’l^e  ocxnsidlerable. 

There  are  almost  always  one  or  two 
rains  before  the  ground  thaws  out 
more  than  1  in.  deep,  which  washes 
the  manure  and  very  little  of  the 
sediment  lodges  in  the  soli,  ns  it  is 
already  full  tof  water.  If  the  manure 
is  properly  piled  in  the  yard  where 
the.  (stock  can  run  on  it  I  do  not  think 
It  wastes  much  except  ou  the  surface, 
and  on  tha  bottom,  where  the  weight 
presses  the  water  out,  if  It  is  drawn 
in  the  hpring.  I  hive  often  had  bo 
stop  drawing  (manure  in  the  middle 
of  spring  work)  and  wait  for  the  cen¬ 
tre  of  the  pile  to  thaw,  and  it  cer¬ 
tainly  canned  waste  until  it  thaws. 
It  may  be  all  right  farther  south, 
but  In  this  climate  I  think  it  is  better 
drawn  in  the  spring,  even  though  if

These 
workers  are  in  the  gold  mines,  and 
practically  all  are  negroes  under 
wliite  overseers.  The  wrorst  thing 
about  their  life  is  that  the  Boers  of 
the  Transvaal  have  never  consented 
to  suppress  the  liquor  saloon^  near 
the  mines.  The  Transvaal  Govern¬ 
ment  has  drawji  a  large  revenue  from 
these  saloons  by  means  of  a  heavy 
license  tax.  The  result  is  that  most 
of  the  black  miners  have  iqient  a  large 
part  of  their  earnings  ih  drink*  and 
many  murders,  rdbberies  and  other 
crimes  have  occurred. 

Thousands  of  black  mien  also  work 
in  the  deep  diamond  mines  at  Kimbqr-* 
ley.  The  most  peculiar  feature  of 
their  employment  is  that  during  the 
term  of  their  contract  they  are 
prisoners.  They  live  inside  a  large 
compound  .surrounded  by  a  high  board 
fence  on  w'hich  guards  are  mounted. 
Every  morning  they  are  marched  out 
to  the  mines  and  every  night  they  i 
arj  marched  Ixack  again.  Tnside  the  j 
compound  are  the  rude  cabins  in  I 
which  they  sLeep;  and  here  and  there  1 
are  shops  where  they,  may  buy  every-  \ 
thing  they  require.  Liquor,  however! 
is  kept  away  from  them,  and  so  the  i 
years  spent  in  the  mines  are  far  more 
profitable  to  them  in  every  way  than 
is  the  case  among  the  gold-miners. 

The  United  Kingdom  has  over  one- 
tenth  of  all  the  subterranean  workers 
of  the  world.  They  are  mainly  engag¬ 
ed  in  the  coal  and  iron,  mines  of  west¬ 
ern  and  central  England  and  south 
Scotland  and  in  the  tin  mines  of  Corn¬ 
wall.  Many  of  the  iron  and  coal 
mines  have  now  reached  great  depths 
and  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when 
some  of  them  will  be  abandoned,  as 
it  will  be  cheaper  to  import  than  to
